IN STATU QUO. 


No Trouble and No Change at the 


Wabash Shops To-Day. 


The strike of all Knights of Labor em- 


ployes of the Wabash system of railways 
eaat and west of the Mississippi river, in- 
augurated yesterday by order of tbe 
General Execu'ive Board, has thus tar 
caused no trouble in Decatur, and the sit- 
uation here to-day is the same as it was 
yesterday at this hour. Trains are mov- 
ing prumptly as usual to handle the in- 
creating business of the company, and 
the reporter is told by the bosses of the 
several departments that all the men in 
the different shops are at work putting 
in full time, and manifesting no disposi- 
tion whatever to strike. The looked-ont 
W abash men are about the Union depot, 
consulting quietly together, discussing 
the situation, and eagerly scanning the 
city papers as they arrive. Last night 
Knights of Labor and other union 
men held a brief secret session, but 
what 
was done cannot be told, as 


those present will not divulge any in- 
formation. It doesn't appear that the 
men can accomplish anything here unless 
they can get the train men to join them, 
and that object can hardly be attained as 
the men at work are not anxious to re- 
main idle and eventually become hard up 
for money. 


There have been no disturbances or 


damage to property at this point. 


The telegraph tells that the strike has 


fallen flat at all points on the Wabash. 
At Springfield, 4 men quit work; at Mo- 
berly, Mo, 46; at Stanbnry, Missouri, 70 
men quit; at Fort Wayne, all Knights 
of Labor kept at work. In tbe South- 
eastern System there are about 15,000 
Knights of Labor employes. If these 
quit work that part of the road will be 
most seriously effected. 


The Wabash officials in Decatnr do 


not appear to be in the least alarmed at 
the dark predictions made, but go ahead 
qaietly attending to their duties. Most 
of the men have had some experience in 
strikes in past years, and are not disposed 
to talk to newspaper men or anybody else 
about tbe situation.

The cattle were un- 
loaded at tbe Illinois Central depot in 
this city and part of them taken to tbe 
old Thomas Orendorf farm and the re- 
mainder to a paBturtviifsr Gillum, A 
fewdujgcgn it WHS dincoierect that the 
cattle were seized with the terrible dis- 
ease. Thpy began to grow weary, their 
heads hung, their ears dropped and pas- 
terns grew weak. Fifteen of the cattle, 
principally 
calves, were immediately 


shipped to Indianapolis. 


Up to Sunday evening fifteen of the 
attle had died and twelve more were 
iok. The remaining nineteen bead did 
ot show any signs of the disease at that 
me, and Dr. Williams, who had exam- 
ned them, seemed to think they would 
ot take it.

IT may not be generally known 


that at the close of the war of the 
rebellion a number of Southern fam- 
ilies emigrated to Brazil, and formed 
what has been known as "the Con- 
federate colony." A few have re- 
turned home, but a majority remain 
abroad, and are prospering, Mr. 
Bedford Mackey, U. S. consul at Bio 
Grande de Sul, writes as follows re- 
garding these expatriated sons of 
the South : 


"Mr. Bobert Burton, civil engineer, 


a leading member of the colony, 
called upon me at my consulate in 
Bio Grande de Sal, in April of the 
present year. He says the colony 
consists of about six hundred souls, 
the males preponderating. 
It is lo- 


cated in the province of Sao Paulo, 
or St. Paul, about four hundred 
miles aonthwfst of Bio Janeiro. 
With the exception of Bio Grande 
de Snl and Parana this is the most 
southerly province of Brazil. Ita 
members, who have lived there now 
nearly nineteen years, are nearly all 
engaged in farming and manufac- 
turing—the cultivation of cotton, 
coffee, corn, tobacco, etc., and the 
manufacture of wagons, plows and 
other agricultural implements. It is 
a fine farming region, well watered 
by numerous navigable streams, and 
in the center of the great coffee sec- 
tion. It abounds also in good iron 
ores, and there are extensive iron 
worts at St. Paul, the capital of the 
province, about thirty miles north- 
west of Santos, its principal port of 
entry. Mr. Barton jnforzis me that 
he has, with seven of his old com- 
rades in arms, built a house in the 
wilderness of Sao Paulo and hung a 
sign from it on which they have in- 
scribed the words'The Bebels' Best.' 
The members of the colony are re- 
puted to be highly moral,-thrifty and 
prosperous, and loyal and law abid- 
ing subjects of the empire in which 
they have made their homes. They 
are still thoroughly American in 
character and sympathies. They 
live in a healthy country and among 
a brave and hospitable people. 
The 


United States Presbyterian Board of 
Foreign Missions has several mis 
siouary stations in the province of 
Sao Paulo, comprising ten or twelve 
clergymen and four or five churches. 
There is no religious intolerance in 
Brazil."

world. Europe, whose area differs 
little from that of our country, now 
has a population six times as large 
as ours.

The Soldiers' Home locating oommii- 


•ion now taking a tour ot the state look- 
ing at the various proposed sites, will 
probably reach Decatur about the mid- 
dle ot September. The; have forty-two 
places to visit, end having started out on 
the 12th, they cannot reach this city until 
about the date stated. The following 
rules ot action adopted by the commis- 
sion will be ot local interest, and shows 
that there it no apparent chance tor cute 
work: 


2. That the President of this board notify by 
telegraph tbe local committees of each local!- 
ity to be visited at lean twenty-four hours in 
advance of such visit. 
3. On arrival at each town tho flret buMno§s 
of the commission shall bo to inspect tuch 
site or sites as may be offered. If more than 
one site is offered, as coon as inspection is 
completed, the board shall, by vote of a ma- 
jority, express a preference for some one of 
such sites, and ihe result of such action shall 
be reported to tbe local committee. Jf com- 
mittees desire so to do, Iho special adv-antagca 
of each locution may bV prtsintecl this board, 
cittic'i verbal1)-01 in writing, 


4. The proper "uthoriMes of any locality 
nidy liic with rbls botttct duriugr :ts visit a pro- 
posal in reimrd tu thu cost of &lle, abstract of 
title, plat of the ground, and other papers; 
but no locality shall bo required to file iuch 
proposal until after each competing point Is 
vlslttd, 


5. When the Inspection of tbo various pro- 
pose (1 sites has been substantially completed, 
the Secretary shall notify the various local 
committees to forward to bprlugllelJ their 
proposals as to price of site aud other papers 
relating thereto. 
6. This board is authorized by law to receive 
such donations of money, personal property, 
or real oetato as may be offered for tbe benefit 
of the home, but such donation can not be re- 
ceived as a consideration for Iti location. 
While these donations are entirely voluntary, 
yet it IB not tbe desire of thia board to consid- 
er them unless made In good faith, and If 
offered the papers relating thereto must be 
filed in accordance with these ruLoa. 


T. All proposals must be la writing, and 
must state tbe number of acres, give a plat of 
tbe grounds, and name the total coMof site, 
amount of money to be donated (if any). All 
proposed donations must be guarantod by tbe 
local committees or other responsible parties. 
Bald proposals must be accompanied by an ab- 
stract of title to the site offered and placed In 
a sealed envelope, addressed to "Boud of 
CommlislOBors to Locate a Soldier*' and Bail- 
ors1 Home, Bprlnglleld, 111.," and plainly mark- 
ed on the outside of the envelope, "PropcxalB 
for Bite of Soldiers' Home."

Franklin Dyer, a highly respecta- 


ble and intelligent farmer, of Galena, 
Kent county, Md., gives the follow- 
ing as a sure cure for the bite of a 
mad dog: 


"Elecampane is a plant well known 


to most persons, and is to be found 
in many of our gardens. 
Immedi- 


ately after being bitten, take an 
ounce of the root of the plant (the 
green is preferable, but the dried 
will answer, and may be found in 
any drug store, and was used by me), 
slice or bruise, put in a pint of freeh 
milk; boil down to a half pint; 
strain, and when cold drink it, fast- 
ing at least six hours afterward, and 
next morning repeat the dose, pre- 
pared as the last, and this will be 
sufficient. 


"It is recommended that 
after 


each dose nothiog may be eaten for 
at least six hours. I have a son that 
was bitten by a mad dog eighteen 
years ago, and four other children 
in the neighborhood were also bitten; 
they took the above dose, and are 
alive and well to this day. I have 
known a number of others who were 
bitten and applied the same remedy."

gist, stating that great damage is 
being done to crops in the northern 
portion of the State by grasshop- 
pers.

encco area'ways ^ cry large. We do not won- 
der at this, lor Philip Brooks always has 
something to say that is worth the hearing and 
says It well. All of the sea side resorts along 
the New England coast are well patronized 
this season with eager, anxious eyes, we 
watched tor the first glimpse of the ocean. 
To me there Is always something delightfully 
f asclnatinn about the sea, and we can sit for 
hours as we did at Nahunt, listening [to the wa- 
ter as it foams and frels amid the rooks below 
us and to the sough of the wind as it strikes 
with swift angers tho white keys of the bil- 
lows.

The dinins-room at the Kaaterskill 
House seats 1500 people, and while we were 
there it was usually lull. From here the eye 
ranges over seven different states, while a 
landscape of more than ten thousand square 
miles is spread out at your feet. This land- 
scape is not mountainous, but Is constantly 
changing under the shifting clouds, the 
changing atmosphere and the different angles 
in which the sun's rays fall upon it. Of course 
tne great sight here, as on nearly all moun- 
tains, is te see the sun rise. The morning we 
were there it rose clear, but after half an hour 
passed under a cloud The valley was filled 
with mist or clouds of varying height and 
swiftness of movement. Far to the eastward 
they were piled up like mountains and lay 
calm and motionless, while nearer to us the 
surface was broken like a sea in a storm. As 
the sun rose this mighty mass changed from 
color to color, the cloud mountains were first 
snow white which shortly changed to salmon 
yellow and then to pink, while tbe cloud bil- 
lows were all aflame with the varied hues of 
the rainbow As the sun rose higher it made 
a golden pathway through that enchanted 
oloudland, leading up to itself 
Every earthly 


Fight and sound was hidden and silenced. "We 
were pinnacled alone la the heavens The 
earth was below us 
All the sights we beheld 


were pare and beautiful 
A thousand angel 


hands seemed to beckon us to the life and land 
that is better

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\Ve are on the eve of the great fall 


season, and in another month the 
township, county and state fairs will 
be in full swing throughout the 
country. 
Properly conducted the 


fall fair is a most excellent educa- 
tor, it is the only agricultural col- 
lege which the vast majority of the 
population have the opportunity or 
the desire to attend, and the young 
farmer desirous of obtaining infor- 
mation, in addition to a day's recre- 
ation can usually learn something 
that he can tnrn to valuable account 
on a future occasion. 


The most important lessons which 


he has learned in the past, have been 
in the breeding of cattle, sheep and 
hogs, he has learned at these exhi- 
bitions, the breeds of cattle which 
give the most beef with the least 
feed, the best mi k producers, the 
cattle best suited to certain climates. 
He has become wise on sheep mat- 
ters, and knows the breeds he must 
raise if he wants wool or mutton. 
Under the tuition of the fairs the 
original porker whose centre of grav- 
ity was supposed to be his ears, has 
ceased to exist, and the transfor- 
mation of corn into pork, with the 
least possible waste in the quickest 
possible time is no longer a prob- 
lem. 
Even the old dunghill poultry 


are disappearing, for he has learned 
that whether you want eggs or 
chickens specific breeds are more 
profitable than the mongrel. The 
great lesson which he has yet fully 
to learn is the vast value of the 
horse, and the sure and certain profit 
to be made by breeding right. 


In this leaped he is tot so much 


to blame; the fairs have given undue 
prominence to the cattle, have often 
offered Buch poor premiums that rep- 
resentative stallions would not com- 
pete, so that the premiums have 
gone to animals with no pedigree, 
and nothing to recommend them but 
a good mane and tail. Decked with 
a blue ribbon these impostors have 
received a large local patronage, 
and as their produce have been 
worthless scrubs which commanded 
no price, tbe verdict has been that 
it did not pay to raise colts. 


The moat obvious remedies for 


this erroneous opinion is the speed 
ring, and colt stakes. With ade- 
quate prizes, good horses will com- 
pete, the winners will be closely 
scanned, their breeding studied, the 
colts from well known standard sires 
will so conclusively demonstrate their 
superiority and their market value, 
that the young farmer will see the 
fallacy of breeding to the unknown. 
It costs jnst as much to raise a poor 
colt as a good one, the only differ- 
ence is in the coat of service; and 
the mind that can recognize the law 
of breeding in cattle can surely 
recognize its importance in the no- 
blest of the animal creation — the 
horse. 


We are glad to see that associa- 


tions which a few years ago had no 
speed rings, make the racing an im- 
portant part of their programme, 
and that the wealthier associations 
have enlarged both their 
pro- 


grammes and purses. We believe 
the large number of colt stakes 
which will be trotted this fall will do 
incalculable good; when our farm- 
ing friends see two, three and four- 
year-old colts winning large prizes, 
and even the non-winners command- 
ing big prices, they will learn that 
it pays to raise good colts. There 
is no money in poor stock and there 
never will be. The home market 
for the genuine roadster is always a 
good one, and the vast foreign mar- 
ket which is yet in its infancy, will 
in the near future be a formidable 
factor.

and the Continent have small con- 
tingents oJ the American trotter. 
Within the past few weeks an Ital- 
ian gentleman has invested over 
$20,000 in a trio to take to the classic 
ci'y of Rome. For fine carriage 
horses the demand already exceeds 
the supply. Let the agricultural 
fairs teach the same lessons in the 
breeding of horses which they have 
already done in tbe other depart- 
ments, and they will have added 
another to tlje many claims which 
they already have upon the grati- 
tude of the community.

been able to complete courses of study In col' 
lege, or others who have desired to review 
their college studies, or, Indeed, those «f every 
grade of Intelligence and previous advantage 
have read this course with profit and interest. 
This reading and study, of course, continues 
through the entire year, but the Assembly 
proper, where as many of the readers as can, 
and a great many others, meet, lasts only a 
few weeks. During these weeks those who 
are so highly favored as to be present have, in- 
deed, a rich social and literary feast. Our ex- 
cursion, run by the I. and St. L. R. H , which 
left Mattoon, 111., August 3d, 13 said to have 
brought the largest number that ever came to 
Chautauqua at one time from so great a dis- 
tance. The grounds are situated on the beau- 
tiful lake o£ Ohautauqua, In the western part 
of New York, about fifty miles south of Lake 
Erie. The first thing that attracts the atten- 
tion after entering from tbe north is a minia- 
ture representa Ion of .Palestine. The moun- 
tains, the eea, the ancient cities in their re- 
spective places, are exceedingly 'ICe-like, or 
rather naturo-llke, and it is not difficult to an- 
nihilate time and space and believe oneself to 
be there, especially when listening to tbe lec- 
ture delivered at 4 o'clock each evening, A 
little further on we come to the Hotel Athenc- 
um, a magnificent hotel, built on an elevat'on, 
the rise in the ground making the front much 
larger than the rear—quite an advantage to 
the visitors who are guests, as they desire all 
the lake view they can got. From this we 
pass on west down Palestine Avenue to the 
great amphitheatre. This, Instead of being 
built up like most amphitheatres, is dug out 
of the f arth, then roofed over, tbe dome being 
supported b> stioug pillars. In the centre of 
this amphitheatre a natural Ihlng spring 
sends iorth Its clear pure water. It is ar- 
ranged so tlmt persons desiring to do so may 
ditck from it, but there are wells and hy- 
drants, also several mineral springs on the 
grounds. This amphitheatre has eleven tiers 
of seats gradually descending until we reach 
the parquette or ground door, ivhlcb will seat 
oetneen two and three hundred, the whole fur- 
nishing accommodation for o -\ ety large audi- 
ence. On the rostrum in front of this sea of 
upturned faces ha> e stood many of the great- 
est orators, educators, and musicians, and 
statesmen too (among them our martyred 
G-arfield and our Immortal Grant) this country 
haaevor known. On Saturday, August 8th, 
this rostrum was beautilully draped In mourn- 
ing, and Judge Tourgee, who was the speaker 
at tbe memorial services, delivered an address 
which (hose who heard will not eoon forget. 
Back of thorostium Is the organ loft, which 
has seating capacity for perhaps four or five 
hundred singeis. Twice a day a chorus of 
from three hundred to three hundred and fifty 
\oices are dtilled for an hour by an able lead- 
er In music. These.singers compose the choir 
and at the opening and closing of the lectures 
when they sing, it is liy no means unlnterobt- 
iogor unlmpiessive, as you may Imagine, to 
hear a choir of over three hundred trained 
voices. Back of the singers Is the great organ 
beautil'ull> painted in pule blue and trimmed 
in gilt, with the word ' Chautauqua" written 
In largo garnet letters across the organ abo^ e 
the keys. Prof. I V. Flagler presides at the 
organ exclusHc'y, and lovers of music expe- 
rience few greater delights than when listen- 
lug to hia/'Urgan.Recitals." 


No one seoms disappointed In Chautauqua, 


but on the contiary everyone speaks loudlj 
In its praise. A lady told me yesterday, speak- 
Ing of herself vfnd husband, that their board 
was paid lor tho summer at the seaside, and 
on their way there they thought they would 
stop a lew days ot Chautautiue. Their few 
days had already Umh'thenedinto throe week?, 
and they were still reluctant to leave. This is 
an eminently social p'ace One cannot help 
noticing how respectful everyone is. To make 
It happy ana pleasant and profitable for others 
seems to be tbe effort of e\ eryone. 


In the strictest sense, that is in the highest 


and best sense, this a literary place, not a 
meeting of literary snobs, but a gathering of 
earnest students humbly seeking after knowl- 
edge. Everybody Is a student. I am told that 
the waiters at the Hotel Atheneum are stu- 
dents from the surrounding colleges, serving 
at the hotel because otherwise they would not 
be able to attend the assembly, and released 
from their duties at stated hours that they 
may attend tho lectures and other advantages.

Tbe mottoes of the "Lit- 
erary and Scientific Circle," "We Study the 
Word and Works of God" and "Let Us Keep 
Our Heavenly Father in the Midst," clearly 
and unmistakably prevail here. 


When Dr, Vincent Urst proposed what is 


known as the C L S. C. some of his Jrlends 
sought to di-suado him saying, "It Is too great 
an undertaking." Bringing his tightly closed 
hand down on the table In his usually firm 
way he replied, "Tou will see the day when 
thousands will adopt the course of study." 
The class of '85 alone (of which I hare the 
honor of being a member) has eix thousand 
members, and since I have been on these 
grounds I ba\e heard reports and letters of 
greeting from oiiclea In Europe, Asia and 
Africa 
Beyond a question Chautauqua demon- 


strates first the need of such a course of popu- 
lar and profitable reading as Is furnished by 
the C. L. S. C. Then It demonstrates the pos- 
sibility of haiing B popular summer resort 
under Christian influence and free from ques- 
tionable amusements and vicious practices. I 
could have no better wish for my friends than 
that they were enjoying the pleasures and 
advantages of this place.

THE Chicago Times calls attention 
the fact that while the deaths 


from cholera in Spain have already 
reached 07,000, this frightful sum 
total is not the largest scored by 
cholera in its various visitations to 
Europe. 
In 1852, the year that the 


Asiatic plague extended its journey 
across the Atlantic to the new world, 
France alone lost 120,000 people 
during the year ; and to this number, 
within eighteen days, Paris alone 
octributed over 7,000. 
Spain has 


bitherto, in the movements of cholera 
over Europe, enjoyed a remarkable 
immunity, while on the other hand, 
France has been an exceptional suf- 
ferer. 
Cholera has again and again 


visited France without entering other 
countries. 
The epidemic of 
1832 


pursued, as it were, the French 
wherever they could be found. 
In 


Montreal over 4,000 people died ; 
and Detroit, then largely a French 
settlement, and Quebec, also French, 
were terribly stricken by the plague. 
In 
1853 
cholera prevailed almost 


everywhere; France lost 114,000 and 
England only 16,000. In 1883 the 
cholera broke oat in Damietta, and 
in due season reached France, where 
in Toulon and Marseilles it destroyed 
some 3,500 lives without extending 
to any other part of Europe, except 
a couple of towns in Italy. 


THE New York Tribune has this to 


say : 
"For 
ten years the American 


mails have been carried to the South 
Seas tinder the American flag, and a 
valuable export trade with Australia 
has been developed. 
The Demo- 


cratic Administration has only been 
in office a few months, but that flag 
is to be hauled down and that com- 
merce broken up. 
The mails to 


Australia are to be carried under the 
British flag, and the Postmaster- 
General does not consider it of the 
slightest 
importance whether the 


American steamers are taken off the 
line or not. 
As for the mails for 


Japan and China, he hopes to send 
them under the British flag by way 
of the Suez Canal without serious 
delay. 
It will not take long at this 


rate to drive the American flag from 
the seas.
